If the tomb 
bas been properly identified, these ot>- 
jecta are at least 6,300 years old. Near- 
ly all the ancient gold that has been 
examined contains silver enough to 
give it a light color. It was gathered 
by the ancients tyi the bed of the 
Faetolus-and other streams of Asia

Monmouth, Between Decatar and Fort Wayne 


Road Bandits Were After 


Big Sum of Money Which

catur, But They Failed to 
Find It.

"In those days a stage coach raa be- 


tween Decatur and Fort Wayne twice a 
week, the road between the two towns 
was lined on both sides by dense for- 
ests, broken only here and there by a few- 
cleared fields of early settlers. In the 
northern purt of the state was almost 
an impregnable swamp or wilderness, 
known as the "Haw- Patch." It was in- 


by a band of horse thieves, who 


as he pulled up on the corduroy bridge 
crossing of the creek, & light was flashed 
ia his face and he was ordered to hold 
up his bauds.

One of the prominent pionced bankers 


of Fort Wayne was J. D. Xuttman. He 
organized iu 1863 the First National 
bank of Fort Wayne and was for some 
time its president. Retiring from the 
presidency of this bank, he opened a pri- 
vate bank ia this city known as Nut- 
man & Co., which is yet in business. 
Previous to coming to Fort Wnyne Sir. 
Nxittmnn was engaged in business at 
Decatur. He conducted a general store 
there and in connection with 
it also 


operated a bank, having been there- back 
ia tha forties of the last century. At 
that time Decatur was a village of about 
3CO population, but it was a good trad- 
ing point and M*. Nuttman had grown 
quite wealthy. It was while living in 
that city, during the forties, that the 
facts occurred 
which enter into this 


story, the story of a. stage coach rob 
bery in which Mr. Nuttman figured prom- 
inently. But wo will let the Decatur 
Herald tell it, the account having been 
written by Attorney Paul G. Hooper, 
•who TFM a. pioneer editor and publisher 
in Decatur. The story is as follows: 


"In those days them was a state law 


>in effect that required every banker or 
tank to .have on hand, on certain dates, 
certain amounts of cash in proportion to 
their capital itoclc. It was in. the days 
•when own was scarce and it -was quite 
a burden on thi» bank to carry the 
amount of cash required. Hence when 
these datet came and Mr. Nuttman did 
not have the required amount of cash 
on hand he secured It elsewhere tem- 
porarily, generally at Fort Wayne. It 
•was BO at the time of the occurrence 
with which this story ban to do. Mr. 
Uuttman -went to Fort Wayne to secure

:o that point, and were supposed to 
lave station* along the road where horses 
were secreted and kept for a. few days 
at a time as they were sent from on;> 
part of the state to another. 
Decatur 


was supposed to contain several mem- 
bers of this gang. 
They were outlaws 


of the worst type, and did not hesitate 
to murder if it was necessary for them 
to carry out their aims. 
Word was 


probably passed to this gang that Mr. 
Nuttma'n had gone to Fort Wayne for 
cash in anticipation of the visit of the 
bank examiner. At any rate, the gang 
thought it would bo profitable to hold 
up the stage coach between Decatur and 
Fort Wayne. 


"The s'tage coach started from Fort 


Wayne at 9 o'clock in the morning ol 
the'day on which the attempted robben 
took p'lace. The roads were almost im 
passable, and it was long after dark 
before they arrived. 
At a dark ant 


gloomy portion, of the road about twc 
miles north of the village of Monmouth 
as the driver was floundering throug 
tlits imid of the creek bottom, and jus 


few dollars in silver and a little cur 


rcncy of small denominations. 


"The fat roll that Mr. Nuttman WHS 
upposed to have in his possession as 
a result of his visit to Fort Wayne was 
jot found. After tho search was made 
he parties were allowed to resume their 
eats in tho coach and proceed on their 
vay. No one knew where Mr. Nuttman 
lad secreted the money until the next 
day, when Mose Jenkinsou was taken 
into the confidence of the banker and 
:he ingenious hiding place of the cur- 
rcney revealed. The search of the rob- 
bers' had been very close. Every pocket 
o£ Mr. Nuttman had been turned inside 
out—the lining of his coat had been 
ripped open and he had even been made 
to take off his shoes, but the robbers 
overlooked the fact tliat tho old gent 
wore 11 silk tile. If they had examined 
that they would have found several bills 
of large'denomination carefully secreted 
in the lining of the hat. 
The robbers 


were never identified and therefore never 
brought to trial, although opinions wcro 
freely expressed as to their identity."

Mr. Bonynge, who was 
twice a member of congress, is touring 
the country under the auspices of tins 
National Citizens' League and has en- 
tored actively into a fight for a revision 
of our present monetary system.

his address lie first pointed out the defi- 
ciencies in the present system and then 
explained the remedies and told what 
the commission plans to do.

About the Banks. 


Mr. Bonynge declared that there is n 


popular impression, for instance, that 
tho chief function of banks is to receive 
and loan money. About 05 per cent of 
the entire business of the country is 
carried on through credits furnished by 
the hanks. If banking credit should lie 
suddenly withdrawn the business of the 
country would come to an immediate 
stop and ruination and bankruptcy would 
be the inevitable result. 


The speaker snid that the banking law 


is a panic-breeder and that distrust is 
tho great enemy of finance. In support 
of a. new system, such as is contemplated 
by the commission report of January 8, 
1912, he urged that the only way to stop 
periodical panics which disrupt financial 
affairs of the country is to enable banks 
to assist their 'customers at a time when 
assistance is most urgently needed. This, 
he asserted, cannot be done under the 
present monetary system. 


Its Principal Defects. 


"The 
principal 
defects," 
said 
Mr. 


Bonynge, "arc as follows: 


under tho proposed plan the independent 
banks would feel perfectly safe ill ex- 
tending to a solvent customer such help 
as he might require, knowing that in 
case of emergency the individual bank 
could take the paper of its solvent cus- 
tomer to the branch of the National Re- 
serve association and there rediscount it 
for lawful money."
